We are the original, first and joint inventors of the subject matter claimed 
in United States Patent No. 5,985,297, issued November 16, 1999, and in U.S. Reissue 
Patent Application No. 09/987,885, filed November 16, 2001, in which a Request for 
Continued Examination was filed on August 2, 2005.

3. We have reviewed and understand the contents of the above-identified 
reissue application titled ANHYDROUS AND WATER-RESISTANT COSMETIC 
COMPOSITIONS, including the patent specification and the claims as amended by the 
Amendment filed October 20, 2005, and the Supplemental Amendment filed herewith. 

4. We hereby claim foreign priority from French Application 94-1 1743, filed 
September 30, 1994. 

5. We believe that U.S. Patent No. 5,985,297 is partly inoperative by reason 
of our having claimed less than we had a right to claim. 

6. One error relied upon herein is found in claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,985,297, which recites "from 10% to 90% of at least one silicone oil." Through the use 
of that claim language, we believe that we claimed less than we had a right to claim in 
the patent. 

7. Accordingly, to correct this error, new claims have been introduced which 
replace the phrase "from 10% to 90% of at least one silicone oil" with "at least one 
crosslinked silicone." 

8. Every error in this patent which was corrected in the present reissue 
application, and is not covered by a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, 
arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the Applicants. 

9. We acknowledge the duty to disclose information material to patentability 
of this reissue application in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.56.
